MEN AND MEASURES AT WASHINGTON.

From Owr Own Qorrespondent,
WASHINGTON, Nov. 24, 1844,

"Who is going toran Grant ?" is & quesiion

frequently seked as *Who 18 golong to be in
ti's Cabluet 7’ The former is, if posslble, more
difficult of solution than the Ialter, Any
attempt at apswering elther of them would, of
course, be the merest ipeculation. Of all men
in the Repnblie, Grant keeps the elosest coun-
gels. I kpow of half-a dozen men—prominent
politicians—who bhave spent an evening with
him sipce the election, with & view of mscers
talolog what he intends dolng—who is golng
into the Cabinet, what is to be the general
pollicy of the Administration, and who are the
favorites of the Presldent elect. It 1s hardly
pecessary 1o add that these genllemen have
always come away about as wise as Lhey went,

Grant and the Politicinns,
There is one class of men whom Grant
evidenily regards with susplolon. This is the
politiclans.
With thousands of others, he has somehow
recelved the Impression that the professional
politiclan 1s & dangerous secquaintance, and
that the less he has to do with him the belter,
He really feels in thelr soclely as an honest,
unsophblstieated man wounld feel in the com-
pany of Wall street sharpers and gamblers.
Anybody who has ever seen him either at his
headguarters or elsewhere, surronnded by three
or foar politielans, must have notleed how il
al ease be was, and how much rellefthelr depor-
ture seermed to give him, To be sure, he never
loses bis remarkable self-possession. Buat it
geems to me he looked more at ease 1o the Wil-
derneas,when his troops were lu the thickest of
the fight, than he did the other day when s
committee of politielans walted upon him to
know whether he would llke Lo be serenaded,
When they attack him in battalions this way
heis manifestly embarrassed, If they eome
singly or in pairs he gets along beiter, for then
he can meet most of thelr eross-examination
with the hospitable query, “Gentlemen, will
you have & olgar?”’ Imagine some of your
“great men,"” men who have manipulated or
shared in the manipulation of the adminlsira-
tions of Flllmore, Flerce, Buchanan, and Lin-
coln, after having expatlated for an hour or so
upon what ought to be done, what would be
best for *the parly,” who shonld be wusted
snd who should be discarded, meeting with no
reply, ouly asked to tukemolgar! Isitany
wonder that these “'siatesmen’ nsually retive
in disgust, leaving Grant in the possession of
his own secreis and in Lhe qulet enjoyment of
his fragrant Havana,
Can Grant be Ran ?

The nnsalisfactory nature of these Interviews
only makes the pollticlans more anxious to
know who s to be the right-hand man of the
President eleot, K. B, Washburne s generally
regarded as Grant's “lrainer," but Lhe guestion
is, willhe bo his “aecond’ when he 18 falrly
wilhin the magle ring of the White Houane?
Washburne, Lo be sure, visils Grant, dines with
bim, drives with bim, and travels with him.
Bul g0 does George Wilkes and Robert Bonuer.
The former, i 18 sald, wanls not only to golonko
the Cablnet bul to make the Spirit of the Dimes
the organ of the Administration, Bonner will
be astlafled If Graont visits New York at times
and drives Dexter, and writes a story for the
Ledger. There are some men who boast Lhat
they “have slept with Colfax,” but no one is
bold encugh (o say that they have
peenpled the same bed with Grant. 1 have
heard mensay, 'l know Graul well—knew lilm
inthe army, I can lalk to bhim,"” ele; butl
never heurd anybody s 1 y—nol even Ii. 1. Wash-
burne—*1 can make Grant do thls, that, or the
olber  thing.” The truth s, It wonld not be
worth & man's while to make such an assertion,
for no person would believe him, Granteannot
be run by any one man, or, lndeed, any sed of
men, a8 will benbundantly manifest before the
ciose of his Administration.

The Presidency In 1872,

Posslbly your readers are not safMolently re,
covered from Lthe exeltement of the recent Pre-
sidential election Lo streweh thelr eyes forward
to that of 1672, If 1 should say, therefore,
that Colfax will be a eandidate for Lhe While
House, If he lives that long, you may think I

am & litile prematore. Had there beeon a leds

formidable rival on the track than General
Grant, the preseni Speaker of the House would
have done his best for it at Uhleago, Four years
from now, however, the VicePresldent eleol
hopes to distance all competition, Noshrawder
or more wily politiclan will make the effuri
1f he s not successful his fallure may be atiry
buted to the same cause that defeated Web-
ster, Clay, and Douglas—an over-anxious effort
10 secure the prize, The manner in whioh he
figured for the Vice-Presidensy may, lo soms
sense, be taken as a guarantes that in ascend-
ing Lhe ladder to gein the topmost round he
will makeno false sleps,
Colfax In the Administration,

Heretofore the Viee-Presldent has, with low
exceplions, been iitlle more Lhan a fgare head
in the Government, Nothlng ean muke him
mueh else except an accldent, as inthe cases of
Tyler, Fillmore, and Andrew Jounson, To be
sure, he has, or 1 supposed Lo have, more or
less Influence with the Administration, but 164®
generally exerted In o qulel way. On acoonnt
of bils having no patrousge ander his gontrol,
he has usually been allowed Lo designata one
of the Cabinet officers. This, however, 1s &
mere matler of courlesy, there belog
no legal precedent for it Huannloal
Hamlin named Secretary Welles, and his
cholee bas proved &0 unfortunate that fatara
Vice-Presidents may Besliate to exerclse the
privilege, Ilearn from an intimate friend of
Colfax (one of the men he has "“slept with')
that he does not proposs Lo have anything to do
wilth the distribution of the patronage. Itis
questionable whether he will even avall him-
gelf of the poor privilege of naming & Cabinet
officer. If the pleasant Bpeaker of the Houso
wants to be President four years hence, he
could not pursuen wiserpolicy. Thereareat leas:
cne thousand applicants for every office In the
gift of the President. Of course, but one man
can get it, and nine hundred and ninety-nine
go away nol only disappoluted but angry. No
man understands this better than Colfax, and

be is determined to disappolint the whole thou-

sand, £0 that none of them can say he Is partial
to one more than another, This will enable
him to enter the fleld uneneumberad, and with
a clear record. It will be time enough for him
to remember his friends when he comes into
his kingdom. Im these calculatlons, however,
Grant is left out of the gqueation., If he wants
1o be Presldent for eight years, instead of four,
Collax will have to tarry at Jericho until his
beard grows bolh longer and greyer.
The Administration Organ.

One of the customs whielh tke Democracy be-
gueathed the Republloan party ls an Adminls-
tration organ. Your readers, of oourse, are aware
that this machine is somewhat different from
theleommon sireel organ, Bul 1l 18 necessarily
llke that In many respecls. ADy newspaper
which becomes Lhe organ of an Adminlstration
18 expected to play only such tunes as are sel
for 1t by the Fresident, It ean have no music
of {ts own. It is seldom, if ever, conducted by a
live, Independent journalist. In former years
when the Democracy controlled the Treasugy
Department, it was a profitable business to
publish the “organ' of the Administration. It
was in this way that old Frank Blairmade all his
money. Gales and Seaton, of the Inl.lligenecer,
might have died milllonaires, had they em-
ployed some other clerk besides Joanny Coyla,
But your Republican parly 18 more elroam-
spect. Itdraws the purse-sirings of the Gov.
ernment more Lightly, and does not keep the
door leading te the Treasury vaulls so much
sjar, Bince the Republican party eame 1nto
power there has really been no Adminisiration
vorgan.’” Durlpg Lincoln's time, It was ramorad
that the Chronicle reflected his views on all
publlo questions, Bub this was merely
aromor. Stanlon put ons of Its editors into
the’ “0Old Capltol” prison with as Iitlle cere-
mony as he wounld have hung a Rebel spy,
Think of General Jackson golug back npon old
Frank Blair in that style while he conducted
the *organ” of the Administration! Whuen
Andrew Johnson larned his back npon the
Republican party the old Jalelligencer tnought
pe good days of Gales & Beaton had returned
and It would once more be the “organ.” Bat
your tireless radicals rooted up everything that
gavored of the old extravagance of the Democ-
racy. First of all the Government printing office
was cetabllshed, and the Lhousands of fat Joby
that had made 1aore than old Frank Blair rich
and happy—for these were always given to the
“organ,” as & sort of pocket-money—disap
peared, Then, as if this was not a gevera
enough blow to privale enterprise (?), Congress
pussed & law limiliog the Government adyer
tising to such an extent that it really amounts
to very little In & year. Belng an *organ' now
don't pay, flnanclally speaking.
